THE work of founding Fisk University was begun early in October, 1865. It was clearly 
seen that Nashville was a strategic point, at which should be built up a great central institution , 
on a foundation broad enough to enable it to provide for every educational demand that should tn 
arise in the development of the newly emancipated race. Hence, in 1867, a charter was secured it 
for a university. ‘The name was given in honor of Gen, Clinton B. Fisk, who most heartily and —__ 
efficiently co-operated in its establishment. 


RESULTS. , 


Beginning with a people just emancipated, the growth of Fisk University fitly represents the 
educational progress of the race during a period of freedom covering a quarter 0 : 
When the “ Fisk School” was started there were no public schools for colored children in Nash- 
ville, aod there was no demand for instruction except in the simplest branches of a common- 
school education; the pupils were then all from the city. There are now in successful operation 
the following departments of instruction, 


I, Tne Common ENGLISH, which has been maintained to meet a continued need on the part 
of many of the patrons of the Ma ey 
Il. Tur Norma. which has a course of study extending over four years, beginning with 
Latin and Algebra, 
Ill, THE Contece PREPARATORY, which has a course of study extending over three years, 
beginning with Latin and Algebra, and requiring two years of Greek. 
IV. THe CotiEeGeE, which has a four-years course of study additional to that provided in the 
College Preparatory course. A 
V. THeoLocican. Thus far the instruction in this Department has been fragmentary, but 
an appropriate building for a Theological Seminary is now under construction. A three- 
years course of study will be adopted and a Faculty provided, so as to place this 
epartment on a satiefactory basis. re 
VI. DEPARTMENT OF Music, with an extended course in both instrumental music and voice 
culture. There are 140 pupils in this Department. In addition, vocal music is be 
throughout all the courses of study. The Mozart Society studies and renders the Clas- 
sics in music. « 
Vil. Inpusrriau. This department of education has not been made a prominent feature in 
the educational work of Fisk University. Printing and Carpentry are, however, — 
taught to classes of young men. The young women are instructed in Nursing, Cook- —_— 
ing and Sewing.

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INTRODUCTORY. 


THANKS are due to secretaries and friends whose diligence enables us to issue this 
YEAR-Booxk in June. Its earliest previous issue on the new basis has been August, 
and we have gained six to eight weeks this year. But the editor can speak for 
others as well as himself in saying that this gain can be and must be improved 
upon. The best practicable is not yet secured. A YErAR-Boox in May, if all do 
their best, can greet the churches in 1892. 

The coming International Council in London naturally awakens interest among 
the churches. It should have the benefit of much prayer, that the Master may be 
present, and the Spirit guide its deliberations and actions to results which will bless 
the churches in their union and activities, and promote Christ’s kingdom in the 
world. . : 

Before the issue of another YEAR-Book, many of the churches will be called upon 
to elect delegates to the Eighth Triennial Session of the National Council, which is 
to be held in Minneapolis, beginning Wednesday, Oct. 12, 1892. Rey. Charles M. 
Lamson, of St. Johnsbury, Vt., has been appointed to preach the sermon on that 
occasion. 

The vacancy on the Provisional Committee, occasioned by the death of Mr. Gates, 
of Chicago, has been filled by the election of President Cyrus Northrop, of Minne- 
apolis, moderator of the last National Council, and the place made vacant on the 
Publishing Committee by the death of Rey. Henry M. Dexter has been filled by 
the election of Rey. Albert E. Dunning. 


This YEAR-Book must not fail to add its word in grateful memory of Henry 
Martyn Dexter. In the due place, on page 25, its record of him may be found; 
but the fact calls for specific mention that the existence of the YEAR-Boox is more 
largely due to him than to any other. He recognized the need of sucha medium of __ 
communication and bond of union among our churches, and his arguments and : 
influence in the Council were the decisive factor which led that body to assume the ~ ps 
publication of it. He has always been a member of its Publishing Committee. In 
one or two years he did much editorial work, and he has watched its issue and inter- 
ests with a loving care which will be greatly missed. He has rendered wise and 
eminent service to the churches in many directions, for which his name will stan da 
high on our roll of honor. Among these services his foresight and wile 
founding of the Yrar-Boox will certainly be remembered. ‘ é 
Another name of the dead of 1890 is suggested by that of Dr. Dexter as wort 
remembrance here.

Eight years later 
Dr. Hannay carried the thought to the Australian Jubilee, and it there bore fruit 
in the action of that body, which has resulted in the coming Council at London. 

_ No two men had so much to do with the origin of this Council, and the providence 
which, within twenty-four hours of each other, on opposite sides of the Atlantic, 
called these brethren so suddenly to their rest, is remarkable. If the dead are 
interested in what the living do, we may not doubt their unseen presence when the 
delegates assemble in London, and their memories must have a mighty influence 
there. 


The number of ministers who fail to report changes in their post-offices to the 
YeEAR-Boox is still too large. The Yrar-Boox addressed to them is left to seek 
them vainly at a former residence, either to be lost there, or returned to Boston 
atadouble and yain expense for postage, and, after a lapse of weeks or months, 
a letter will often come, complaining that they have not received their YEAR-Boox, 
and asking, if not demanding, that it be sent to them. Of course, such persons have 
lost all claim to that YEAR-Book, and their carelessness bas subjected the churches 
to an injustice too serious in the aggregate to be made light of. 

Any man who receives from the churches the favor involved in placing and keep- 
ing his name on the roll of ministers, and giving him the YrAR-Booxk annually, is 
under honorable obligation to see to it that his name and address are properly 
reported; to be as careful about this as about his subscription to his favorite paper.

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THE NEW UNION CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 


It is built of Monson, 
The dimensions of the church upon the ground are 132 feet 
long by 72 feet wide, 161 feet from base to top of wood work on tower. Two 
colors of stone were used, the principal part of the trimmings made of the 
lighter shade, and the ashler of dark. In the arches, however, the light and 
dark alternate. 

On the first floor is the main vestibule, connecting by the two tower stair- 
cases with the spacious gallery, and also with the auditorium. Onthe westis 


the chapel, connecting with arches and folding doors with the ladies’ parlor or 


classroom on the south, with the large classroom and pastor’s study and choir 
seats. Above, on either side, are three classrooms, the arches connecting 
with the chapel, being closed when desirable, with handsome hangings. In 
the basement, which opens also off of Union Street, is the large dining hall, 
36 x 45 feet square, connecting with a large committee room on the south. 
On the north is the kitchen, with its large range, hot and cold water in the 
sinks, double china closets, and abundance of drawers. Beyond are toilet- 
rooms, and staircase leading to north entrance. On Union Street there 
are three large rooms for infant class, library, etc. The pastor’s study and 
every department are most complete in every appointment. In this study is a 
set bowl, handsome Derby desk, plate-glass mirror, chairs, all of antique oak, 
and in perfect harmony with the finish of the church. The auditorium, vesti- 
bule, and doors are finished in antique oak, the rest of the building in cypress. 
The carpets and handsomely frescoed and tinted walls and vaulted ceiling all 
harmonize perfectly. The acoustic properties of the auditorium are some- 
thing wonderful. The pastor says he never before spoke in church or hall 
There are yet to be added a pro- 
tected desk light for the pulpit and a shaded reflector for the organ. The 
seating capacity of the auditorium is 600; of the gallery, 300; of the chapel, 
300. This capacity can be extended by placing chairs in vacant spaces without 
obstructing any aisles, from 100 to 200 more. Warren H. Hayes, of Minne- 
apolis, was the architect. The contract price was $52,483, afterward in- 
creased to $58,483, on account of changing the material from brick to Monson

The American Board, the oldest Foreign Missionary Society in the United States, 
was formed at Bradford, Mass., June 29, 1810, and held its first meeting at Farming- 
ton, Conn., Sept. 5 of the same year. Its mission fields now occupied are Northern 
and Western Mexico ; the Hawaiian and Micronesian Islands of the Pacific ; Northern 
and Southern Japan ; Northern China ; Shansi in Northwestern China ; Foochow 
and Hong Kong in Southern China ; Ceylon ; Madura in Southern India ; the Marathi 
fieldin Western India, including the important centres of Bombay and Alimednagar; 
East Central Africa ; the Zulus of Southern Africa; West Central Africa ; Eastern 
Turkey, from Mosul to Erzroom, including Mardin, Bitlis, Van, and the educational 
centre, Harpoot ; Central Turkey, including the important cities of Aintab, Adana, 
and Marash; Western Turkey,from Trebizond to Constantinople, including Marsovan, 
Sivas, Cesarea, Smyrna, Broosa, Nicomedia, and Adabazar ; European Turkey, from 
Constantinople to Samokov in Bulgaria, including Monastir in Macedonia and 
Philippolis in East Roumelia; Austria, emphasizing the Bohemian work in 
Prague ; and Northern and Northwestern Spain, this work centring in San Sebastian, 
on the Bay of Biscay. 
This wide-extended work embraces direct evangelistic effort through missionaries 
and native helpers ; an immense educational trust, extending from the primary school 
to the college.and theological seminary; Sunday-school instruction ; the preparation, 
publication, and circulation, in different languages, of books, tracts, and newspapers; 
assistance in the erection of buildings for churches and schools ; grants in aid to feeble 
churches and to native home-missionary societies ; the humane service of missionary 
physicians, sometimes in the care of large dispensaries and hospitals ; also charitable 
ministry, continuous and varied, to the sick, the poor, and the oppressed. 
Pastors, in presenting the foreign work to their churches, are desired to emphasize 
this fact,— that these several departments of labor on the foreign field are carried on 
under one administration, and that contributions, therefore, should be proportionately 
enlarged. Ifone half of the benevolent contributions of the churches should be given r 
to this broad work of reaching the unevangelized millions of other lands, it would 
probably not be too large a proportion. : { 
The Woman’s Boards, which co-operate with the American Board, are doing a cb So 
service, not only securing — mainly from the women of the churches — large contribu- 
tions, — the annual average of which, during recent years, has been over $140,000, — 
but also educating and training children and young people to an intelligent interest 
in missionary work These Boards can be addressed at No. 1 Congregational House, 
Boston, at 59 Dearborn Street, Chicago, and at 1316 Mason Street, San Francisco. 
The latest statistics of the American Board report 22 missions, 1,058 stations and 
out-stations, 533 missionaries and assistant missionaries, 2,417 native laborers, 387 
churches, with over 36,000 members, — over 4,550 of these received on confession 
of faith during the past year, —136 high schools and seminaries for young men and ~ 
young women, with nearly 8,000 students, and a total of over 47, children and 
youth under Christian instruction.

THe American Education Society was organized and received its charter from 
Massachusetts in 1816. The College Society, as the other organization was popu- 
larly called, was formed in 1843. These two societies were united in 1874, and the 
United Society is doing the work of toth the original societies. The charter of the 
United Society was received in 1874 from the State of Massachusetts.

In both departments the Society has had a largé agency in the civilization of th® 
great West. The men who were pioneers in the work of preaching the gospel in th® 
new settlements, and in the founding of churches and schools, were largely educated 
by this Society. The colleges, which are now among the foremost in these Western 
fields, were largely built up by the same agency. 

The whole number of young men assisted by the Society in their studies for the 
ministry since 1816 is 7,800. The institutions at the West which have been assisted 
by the Society since 1843 are the following, viz.: Western Reserve, Illinois, Wabash, 
and Marietta Colleges, aud Lane Theological Seminary. These five are the institu- 
tions which the Society took under its care at the beginning, in 1843. Those which 
have since been received on the list are Knox, Beloit, Wittenburg, Oberlin, and 
Berea Colleges, the College of California, Pacific University, Olivet, Ripon, Iowa, 
Carleton, Doane, Drury, Washburn, and Colorado Colleges, Pacific Theological Semi- 
nary, Yankton College, Fargo, and Pomona. 

Those at present on the Society's list are Doane, Pacific University, Rollins, 
Whitman, Yankton, Fargo, and Pomona. 

The number of young men receiving assistance from the Society during the last 
financial year is 380. 

The ucation Society was formed to meet a pressing need. The great move- 
ment of emigration toward the West was setting in with strength. The American 
Board had been organized a few years before, and the cause of Foreign Missions was 
taking a strong hold upon the churches. Butthen, as always, ‘the laborers were 
few.’’ Ever since the close of the Revolutionary War there had been influences at 
work which checked the growth of evangelical religion, and the number of young men 
coming forward for the work ofthe ministry was much below the demand. It was at 
that time that the Education Society began its work of helping young men into the 
Christian ministry. Through its aid a host of preachers was raised up to go with the 
moving colonies into the new Territories of the West, or to go into foreign fields to 
po the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Without*the assistance thus afforded it would 

ave been quite impossible, in human judgment, to furnish men to fill the Be ak in 
the East and in the growing West, sa to carry forward the work of the American 
Board. The ministers aided by this Society have had large participation in founding 
churches, schools, and colleges throughout these newer States; while nearly or quite 
one half the ordained missionaries of the American Board have come from among 
the Society’s beneficiaries. 

Eighteen months ago, the Society, in the interest of Western College aid, created 
the office. of College Field Secretary, and called to the same the Rey. J. L. Maile, 
Superintendent of Home Missions in Nebraska. He has now been practically in 
the service but little more than one year. It is the hope of the Directors that, by the 
aid of the Field Secretary, the work of raising money for the new colleges can soon 
be successfully done without calling in agents of particular colleges. Pastors are 
giving their hearty co-operation to this change of method, and it seems to be working 
successfully. A good beginning has also been made this year, in assisting Bred

Work Done. — January, 1891, the Union had on its books a list of 2,044 houses of 
worship, and 270 parsonages completed. 

Left Over. — Fifty-eight urgent applications, some of which had waited months 
for the aid that could not be voted for lack of funds. 

Relative Growth. — In May, 1880, the Union had aided in building 1,070 houses of 
worship and two parsonages. Dec. 31, 1890, the number of houses of worship aided 
was 2,044, and the number of parsonages 270; nearly as many houses of worship in 
the last ten years as in the first twenty-eight years. All but two of the parsonages 
have been built since 1882, and still the work of organizing keeps ahead of the work 
of building. Besides this, the YEAR-Booxk shows that 683 of our Congregational 
churches have no house of worship and more than half the churches own no parson- 
age; a glorious opportunity for large generosity. 

Legacies. —To make these absolutely sure, such as can do it are best pleased when 
they pay them while living. It is a joy to benefactors to see the good done by their 
gifts. Great care is needed in writing a wiILt to give the exact corporate name of 
the society meant. In thiscase, it should be ‘‘ The American Congregational Union, 
a Corporation duly organized and existing by and under the laws of the State of 
New York.’”’

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For more than sixty-four years the Society has been organizing churches in the 
West and South, and aiding in the support of their ministers till those churches are 
able to assume the whole expense. Its missionaries have from the first organized 
Sunday schools, provided proper teachers for them, and by watchful oversight have 
secured their permanence and highest usefulness. 

In connection with the labor of its missionaries, 5,409 churches have been organ- 
ized and 2,607 have come to self-support. It has collected and disbursed in cash, 
$13,348,844.46 ; and in clothing, books, and other supplies, largely the offerings of 
Christian women, $1,797,498; in all, $15,146,342.46. The additions to the churches 
have been 376,961. J 

In 1883, a Woman’s Department was opened. Its object is to interest the women 
of our chugches all over the country, and through them the children, more directly 
in the work: not to the diminishing of their helpful labor in the way of home- 
missionary boxes (of clothing, etc.), but to secure also their gifts of money for the 
support of teachers in the Indian Territory and elsewhere, and for various special 
uses, as called for from time to time. Their aid in this line is steadily growing, but 
much moreisneeded. The Woman’s Home Missionary Association, having its office 
in Boston, an auxiliary of this Society, is the channel of the Home Missionary 
offerings of the women of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The number of missionaries employed in its sixty-fourth year (1889-90) was 
1,849, 1,332 of them in States and Territories west and south of New York. They 
preached regularly in 3,251 stations, and at frequent intervals in many hundreds 
more. The number of Sunday-school and Bible-class scholars was 142,000. The 
additions to the churches were 10,650; 6,608 of them on confession of Christ. 
Churches organized, 184; reached self-support, 56. ; 

The sixty-fourth year’s receipts were in cash, $671,171.39; in supplies, $70,135; in 
all, $741,306.39. 

At least $700,000 in cash is needed this year properly to sustain the missionaries 
now in the field. To take up only such new work as the providence and Spirit of God 
manifestly call upon the Society to assume at once, $100,000 more is imperatively 
required. The Society is doing much more work than ever before among the foreign- 
born in all parts of the country. At nearly every meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee chosen men are sent to new fields at the front, where they are most needed, 
but where their support involves heavy outlay by the Society. For securing the 
means essential to the carrying on of this great work the Society depends, under God, 
on the zealous co-operation of the pastors and members of the Congregational 
churches of the land.

THE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARIES. 


BANGOR THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, Bangor, ME. 
Opened October, 1816. 


FACULTY. 


Occasional courses of lectures on practical subjects connected with the ministry, 
ministerial work and experience are given by pastors and others. 

Terms OF ApmiIssion.— Bangor Seminary is open to all denominations of Chris- 
tians. Candidates for admission must produce testimony of their church member- 
ship and of their collegiate education. If they have not pursued a college course, 
they will be examived, and must exhibit mental training and attainments sufficient, 
in| the judgment of the Faculty, to warrant their entering upop a course of theologi- 
cal study. Those whose age or circumstances forbid the pursuit of the complete 
course of study may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be admitted to the studies of 
the Middle year, and continue their course with the full privileges of the Seminary. 

Course oF Stupy. — Junior Year, Hebrew Grammar. Principles of Interpreta- 
tion, Exegesis of the Greek and Hebrew ia ek Lectures on Old Testament 
Theology, and on New Testament Theology; New Testament Greek; Introductory 
Philosophy, with text-books and lectures; Essays, and Lectures on Style and Eng- 
lish Literature. 

Middle Year, Systematic Theology; Ancient Church History; Exegetical studies 
continued; New Testament Greek continued; Vocal Culture and Oratory. 

Senior Year, Medieval and Modern Church History; Homiletics; Pastoral The- 
es ed Church Polity; Exegetical studies continued; New Testament Greek con- 
tinued. 

SpecrAu Instruction in New TestaAMENT GREEK. — Attention is specially called 
to the provision for instruction in New Testament Greek. The demands of the 
cburches for pastors have been greater than could be supplied with men of col- 
legiate education. The Seminary has therefore admitted students who are well 
qualified in other respects, but have no classical training. These are usually per- 
sons who by reason of age or other circumstances are unable to delay longer their 
theological studies, and cannot wisely be counselled to seek further preparation in 
some classical institution. With reference to the needs of this class, special instruc- 
tion in New Testament Greek has been provided. 

PreAcuinG. — As it is believed to be conducive to the best professional training to 
combine practice with theory, and as special facilities are afforded in the compara- 
tively destitute missionary fields in the immediate neighborhood of the Seminary, 
students are allowed to exercise their gifts in holding meetings and in preaching as 
op rtunities may offer, under the express approbation of the Faculty, it being pro- 

ed that the prescribed exercises of the Seminary are not neglected. This privi- 
lege is en after licensure at the close of the Middle Year. 

OST-GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS. — Iwo scholarships have been recently estab- 
lished for uates of this Seminary. One is in Bowdoin College, and is for the pur- 
pose of aiding any student who, after graduating in the Seminary, desires to take a 
‘ post-graduate year in the College The other is for the benefit of any student who 

wishes to take a fourth year of study in the Seminary. 

Expenses. — There is no charge for tuition, rooms, furniture, library, or any priv- 
ilege of the Seminary. The dormitory has been ees repaired and refitted. 
The rooms are carpeted and furnished. The income of the Washburn fund and some 
* other funds, given expressly to aid members of the Seminary, will be distributed to 
__ those who need. 

___ _Liaprary. — The Seminary has an excellent library, numbering sixteen thousand 
es, gg selected to meet the wants of the students. There is a permanent 
brary fund, with the income of which constant additions are made of the latest and 
valuable literature.

OURSE OF Stupy. — This is arranged so as to secure continuity and progress. 
The Junior Year is devoted to Hebrew, N. T. Greek, Biblical Exegesis and His- 
tory, Fundamental Theology; the Middle, chiefly to Biblical and Systematic 
Theology; the Senior, mainly to Sacred Rhetoric, Pastoral Theology, History of 
Christian Life and Doctrine. Instruction in Elocution (lectures and exercises in 
vocal culture) is continued through the course. In the Middle and Senior Years 
time is reserved for elective work. ‘The elective courses for 1891-2 are: O. T. 
Theology, N. T. Introduction, Exegesis, Philosophy of Religion; Social Economics, 
Optionals in Arabic, Aramaic, Egyptology or Assyriology, Greek, German, Philoso- 
phy, Vocal Music.

A well-furnished Gymnasium is open to the use of the students. 
Location. — The Seminary was located with a view to the advantages of uninter- 
rupted study. These advantages have been retained, and are accounted of increasing 
. At the same time, through the rise and growth of cities in the immediate 
vicinity, the students of the Seminary have special opportunities for studying 
various conditions of church work, and different methods of preaching. Andover 
is within four miles of Lawrence, ten of Lowell and Haverhill, fifteen of Salem, and 
rwaney of Cambridge and Boston.

Tur SEMINARY is managed by a Board of Trustees, annually elected by The 
Pastoral Union, a large and increasing body of active ministers. The members of 
the Union, the Trustees, and the Faculty give assent to the creed of the Union asin 
accord with the doctrinal belief of historic Congregationalism. 

The Bible holds a central position in the system of the institution. The course of 
study aims (1) to establish sound methods of investigating the Scriptures, (2) to 
train the power of formulating Scriptural truth, and (3) to indicate the way of 
applying that truth both to the facts of history and experience and to all problems 
of the present and the future. The Bible is minutely studied in its original lan- 
guages; systems of faith and morals are inductively built up out of Biblical ma- 
terials; every kind of practical question regarding individual and social life is 
studied in the light of Biblical revelation. 

Hence the Seminary presents God’s thought and God’s will as the supreme objects 
of science and the supreme guides of conduct. Itis thus forced to oppose all rational- 
istic and secularizing tendencies. Its chief purpose as an educational agency is the 
formation of personal religious character as the basis for scholarship, conduct, and 
power. The field of study covers three years, and embraces a central prescribed 
course in encyclopedia, Hebrew, Greek, history, systematic and practical theology, 
and the history of missions; and in addition, a large variety of electives in these 
and other branches of study, some portion of which must be chosen by every regular 
student. The method of instruction is partly through text-books, partly by lectures, 
and partly through original investigation on the part of the student. Emphasis is laid 
upon a close personal relation between instructor and pupil. The apparatus includes 
ample buildings, a library of 52,000 volumes and over 20,000 pamphlets, reading- 
room, gymnasium, etc. The habit of original investigation is diligent] Gulvaled 
Methods believed to be peculiarly effective are used in Hebrew and Greek, in history, 
in dogmatic theology, and in pastoral theology. In the latter field not only is 
instruction given in theory, but extensive practical work is expected in preaching, in 
the methods of all varieties of penagenend and charitable effort, and in personal 
Christian work among all classes of men. Systematic instruction is provided in 
music and elocution. In view of the increasing value to students of theology of a 
knowledge of German, competent instruction in that language is provided. 

Geiehel. and advanced courses are provided for those who desire them. 

As incentives to scholarship, four prizes, two fellowships for foreign study, and suit- 
able degrees (granted only on special examination) are offered.

The Department of Theology is open for the admission of students of every denomi- 
nation. Btndents of this department are permitted to attend lectures and classes 
in the other departments, so far as they may have time, without extra charge. Upon 
those who complete the three years’ Classical Course, the Academic Degree of Bach- 
elor of Divinity (8. D.) is conferred. 

CuassicAL CoursE. — This has recently been greatly enlarged and rearranged upon 
the elective system. Candidates for a degree are required to have completed work 
amounting to 1,280 hours of lectures and recitations (besides rhetorical work). Of 
this work, 608 hours are required, including courses in Exegesis of the Greek New 
Testament, Natural and Revealed Theology, Church History, Homiletics, Relations 
of Science and Religion, and the Forms of Modern Scepticism. 

In addition, 1,280 hours of elective work are offered, of which the student must 
elect at least 572 hours.

RELATION TO THE University. — The Divinity School is one of the Departments 
of Yale University. Its members receive from the Corporation, on completing their 
three-years’ course of study, the degree of B. D. They have access to the public col- 
lections of the University, such as the Library, the Peabody Museum, and the collec- 
tion of paintings and statuary in the School of the Fine Arts. They are permitted 
to attend free of expense, so far as will not conflict with their professional studies, 
the lectures and recitations in the College and the Sheffield Scientific School, and, if 
expecting to become foreign missionaries, those of the Medical Department. 


CoursE or Stupy. — The first year is devoted chiefly to Hebrew and the Sarg ore 
of the Greek New Testament; the second year to Systematic Theology, Church His- 
tory, Old Testament Biblical Theology, and Church Polity; the third year to Sacred 
Rhetoric, the History of Christian Doctrine, and New Testament Biblical Theology. 
Additional lectures on Preaching and other important subjects are delivered before 
all the classes by eminent ministers and scholars in this country and Europe. There 
are also optional classes in German, Syriac, Chaldee, Arabic, and Assyrian. Once a 
week there is a Rhetorical Exercise for all the classes.

Tue following pages contain the statistics as collected in 1891 by the statistical 
secretaries of the several State organizations, and compiled: for this publication by 
the secretary of the National Council, under vote of the publisbing committee. 
They are all of date 1 Jan., 1891, except that ministerial supply is, as far as possible, 
brought down to date.’ 

The secretary, as heretofore, in no case presumes to insert or omit the name of 
church or minister on any authority but that of the State secretaries representing 
their own organizations, or of councils subsequent to the date of annual reports.

RULES OF COMPILATION. 


1. To arrange in alphabetical order everything capable of it; except that the 
.churches in any one town or city arranged, as they should be, under the name of 
that town or city, are placed according to age. 

2. To make each State list to conform strictly to the State bowndaries. Churches or 
ministers reported by the association of a State other than their own are, therefore, 


~ transferred to their proper places; and the summaries are correspondingly corrected. 


3. To make new tables each year. ‘‘ Last year’s report” (if known to be such) is 
always omitted. But, while old reports are not to be inserted in the table, the 
aggregate of such last reports from churches failing to report, in the items of church 
and Sunday-school membership, are included in the summaries. Justice to 
the churches which do report requires this, as their real progress may be apparently 
diminished or reversed, by lack of the figures from their less faithful neighbors. 
The special attention of State secretaries is called to this point, as it has often been 
disregarded. The list of churches of this year is compared, name by name, with 
that of last year, and all variations are specifically mentioned with the State sum- 
mary, so that each church can be traced from year to year. ‘ 

4, To examine carefully all the tables, with a view to correction or addition by cor- 
respondence, especially to correct “ pastoral supply”’ to the latest moment. Proof- — 
sheets have been sent to secretaries and some home-missionary superintendents who 4 
could be reached in season. But no such changes have been allowed to affect the 
summaries. hoe 

5. The prime name in a table line is always supposed to be the name of 


meeting-house. This is also the name of its post-office, unless followed in 
margin by a name in heer y Sneed type. In such cases the latter is the p ost. 
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lale.” Postal designations are not iopelted on the second page, and special church 

' ae are sometimes given in the second line, for which there was not room in the 

_ first. In general, the two pages, being invariably opposite, are treated as one, and 

marginal references on the second page are made to foot-notes on the first, without 
repetition when they occur there. 


MINOR EXPLANATIONS. 


1. Any church given in brackets is one organized since the date of State report; 
not included in the summary, but inserted for information. A few churches tempo- 
rarily not associated are inserted by their own wish. 

2. Pastors installed or recognized by council are marked “p.c.’?; pastors duly 
called by their churches and recognized by some ‘‘ definite act of the church, ” but not 
by council, are marked p. ; others in service are not marked, but in tabular summaries 
are counted as ‘‘supplies.’’ Blanks in the column of pastoral supply, meaning no 
regularly engaged minister, are left blank for the convenience of those who note 
oo pastoral changes. 

e. . 3. The tables are not a postal guide to the addresses of ministers, and any person 
— so using them runs the risk of error. The General Alphabetical List of Ministers 
ae) gives their post-offices.

ames starred (*) are of persons who, although mentioned (usually as supplying 


‘ churches), are not reported as members of any organization of Congregational churches 


or ministers. A few names are also retained with a * of those who were in active 
service last year, and may be presumed to be in transitu. Such names are not con- 
tinued a second year, without specific report. 

Some post-office addresses are antiquated, but the best possible has been done. 

Licentiates are not included in this list, but a list of licentiates follows this, and 
a list of ministers of other denominations. 

Names of persons in last year’s list, deceased since the issue of 1890, are retained, 
and are indexed to the pages of the “ Vital Statistics ’’ when found there. 

Some errors will be found in first names, initials, and spelling. No pains have 
been spared to secure accuracy ; but, effort failing, the compiler has not ventured 
to follow even his own convictions, against the unmistakable testimony of the 
reports. 

_Names differing only in a single letter and pronounced alike are treated as one 
name, but spelled according to report. Browne, Clarke, Curtiss, Griffith, ete., and 
names beginning with Mac. or Mc. are among this number. Names beginning with 
Mc. or St. are arranged as if the word was not abbreviated. 

Letters for our missionaries will be addressed to the care of the society mentioned 
with the name, such societies (initials) being (as are all foreign addresses) in italics.
